The new wag e scale for ru ral rou te 
carriers was adopted by the postoffice 
department, Ju ly I, and was drawn 
u p bv Fou rth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristo w. 
He 
holds that 
while Cong ress fix ed $720 as the salary 
of ru ral letter carriers, the depart­ 
ment has the u ndeniable rig ht to scale 
down the wag es of carriers with short 
rou tes. 
Before long a man equ ipped with a 
specific ty pe of bicy cle wheel, with 
a cy clometer attached, will appear in 
this city to measu re the ru ral rou tes. 
He will be sent bere by the postoffice 
department and it will be his du ty to 
ru n his wheel ov er ev ery free deliv ery 
rou te in the cou nty ; in order to deter­ 
mine tile ex act leng th of the rou tes in 
miles. 
According to the nu mber of 
miles in each rou te, and irrespectiv e 
of tile nu mber of persons the ru ral 
carrier serv es, is the salary of ti ie 
carrier to be apportioned, witli $720 
per annu m as max imu m pay for tile 
long est rou tes and $432 as the m ini­ 
mu m. 
Tile ru ral carriers are not tile only 
ones complaining of tile “ cu t” in 
wTag es. 
The ru ral free ag ents are on 
the v erg e of stampeding , owing to the 
job they will hav e of finding not tile 
leng th of tiieir v ariou s rou tes. 
The 
bicy cle wheel with which they arc 
being fu rnished mu st be ru n ov er the 
rou te. 
Whether the ag ent attaches it 
to a carriag e and ru ns it ov er by 
hand, or wheels it ov er from the back 
of a horse, is a m atter of little con­ 
cern to General Bristow . 
“ They will g et tile wheels,” he said 
today ,” and they hav e g ot to measu re 
their rou tes. 
U ntil tho rou tes are all 
accu rately measu red we will be u n­ 
able to g iv e a statem ent showing the 
salaries for tile v ariou s rou tes.” 
All the rou te carriers ou t of Ru sh­ 
v ille 11av e rou tes 24 miles ex cept F in­ 
ley and Au ltman, Frank Redman’s 
rou te hav ing been ex tended, ti ie ex ­ 
tension to tak e place Au g u st 1st. 
Sev eral parties liv ing 
Mr. Au lt- 
man's rou te are ask ing for serv ice, 
which if g ranted, will g iv e him more 
than twenty -fou r miles.

tu re of natu re stu dy is now' becoming 
v ery popu lar, a special cou rse is now 
being tau g ht at Earlham. 
School 
teachers, pu pils and other readers of 
this paper, by clipping these articles 
can obtain a work on birds that w ill 
bo as g ood as can be procu red any ­ 
where. 


Pupils Amply Repa id. 


Among the best paid persons in the 
United States are the common school 
pu pils, for their time in school pay s 
tl*em abou t $10 a day , as it is thu s 
fig u red ou t by an ex chang e: “ The 
av erag e edu cated man g ets a salary of 
$1000 per y ea r. He work s 40 y ears, 
mak ing a total of $40,(XX) in a life­ 
time. 
The av erag e day laborer g ets 
$1.50 i>er day , 300 day s in the y ear or 
$450 a y ear. In 40 y ears he earns $450 
bv 40, or $18,000 in a. life time. 
The 
difference between $40,000 and $18,000 
of $22,000 equ als the v alu e of ail edu ­ 
cation in dollars. 
To acqu ire this 
earning capacity requ ires 12 y ears of 
school of 180 day s each, or a total of 
2160 day s. 
Div ide $22,(XX) v alu e of edu cation by 
2160 nu mber of day s requ ired in g et­ 
ting it, au d we find that each day in 
school is worth a little more than $10 
to the pu pil.”

Mu ncie, Ind., Ju ly 14.—The W. C. 
T. U. has su cceeded in driv ing ou t of 
bu siness Joe Bennett, the only saloon 
k eeper in the city who condu cted a 
saloon with its sole entrance on an 
alley . It is said Bennett's saloon was 
orderly , and that he alway s observ ed 
th# leg al hou rs of closing . 


Tile work on the traction line has 
nowf reached the point where it can be 
pu shed forw ard w ith the u tmost rapid­ 
ity . 
Fou r ear loads of cru shed stone from 
Lu dlow' 
Falls, Ohio, arriv ed 
this 
morning ov er the Big Fou r, and w ill 
he transferred to the O., H. & D. and 
u nloaded at the north end of Ju lian 
street tomorrow morning . 
As soon as 
enou g h stone is u nloaded to fill half 
a squ are of the road bed the lay ing 
of the ties and rails w ill commence at 
the east end of Third street. 
The 
stone and rails w ill be hau led to this 
point on wag ons and the track lay ing 
will then prog ress by means of the 
nu merou s benders, hy drau lic jack s, 
drilling machines, hand cars, pu sh 
cars and other machines u sed in that 
k ind of w'ork . 
If there is enou g h cru shed stone on 
the fou r cars to fill a half squ are the 
first spik e will be driv en by Ju dg e 
Henley tomorrow' afternoon. 
The 
road bed will contain 19 indies of 
cru shed stone from the top of the rails 
to the bottom of the bed, and it is es­ 
tim ated that it will tak e abou t ten 
car loads of stone to the squ are. 
The 
machinery for the constru ction of the 
track is all here and is being pu t in 
work ing condition. 
After tomorrow’ 
the work w ill be k ept g oing v ery 
rapidly as the stone will be coming in 
continu ally and. the nu mber of teams 
and work men desired by the company 
hav e been secu red and pu t to w'ork . 
Hill Vance, of this city , lias been 
awarded the contract for doing the 
cement work at the corner of Third 
and Morg an and Sev enth and Morg an 
streets and is to hav e the work fin­ 
ished by Au g u st 1st. 
The contract for bu ilding the car 
barns is to be let tomorrow and the 
name of the su ccessfu l bidder is to be 
made k nown at that time. 
The w'ork 
on the bu ilding s is to beg in as soon tis 
the contract is let. 
The bu ilding is to be of brick , 104 
by 205 feet. 
A space of 85 feet will 
be left between the bu ilding and Third 
street, in which w ill be laid fiv e open 
track s. 
The tu rn tables, etc., w ill be 
located ju st east of these. 
In the car 
barns, pits w ill be constru cted beneath 
the track s so that the work men sta­ 
tioned there can w'ork u nderneath the 
cars in repairing them. 
It is u nder 
stood that Fred Clev eng er of this city , 
will be awarded the contract for mak ­ 
ing the 600,000 brick to be u sed in 
bu ilding the car barns. 
A force of 
men bas been eng ag ed in filling u p 
the g rou nds on the lot, where the 
barn is to be bu ilt and all those bu ild­ 
ing s which are now* in the way will 
be torii dow n immediately . The bu ild­ 
ing will face the west and the cars 
will come in on Third street, tu rn 
north on Ju lian, and east into til© 
sheds. 
A force of men has beg u n work on 
the concrete bridg e to span Hodg e’s 
branch on Sev enth street and will 
hav e it completed soon. 
It now' look s as thou g h the company 
will hav e cars ru nning by October the 
1st, shou ld nothing happen to delay 
the w'ork .

Chicag o, Ju ly 14.—Twenty people 
were k illed and abou t twenty -fiv e in 
ju red last nig ht in a collision on the 
Chicag o & Eastern Illinois railroad at 
Glenwood, twenty -three miles sou th 
of this city . 
The collision occu rred between a 
picnic train from this city which was 
retu rning from Momence, 111., and a 
freig ht train, Inu i the rear end of 
which it dashed at a hig h rate of 
speed. 
The picnic train was on the 
rig ht hand track coming north, and 
the freig ht was on the left track . 
A 
misplaced switch threw the picnic 
train ov er on the left track , and be­ 
fore the eng ineer cou ld apply the 
brak es it ran at forty miles an hou r 
Into the rear of the freig ht. 
The en­ 
g ine, bag g ag e car and first coach of 
the picnic train were demolished and 
all of the k illed and inju red were on 
the eng ine and in the two cars. 


A B S E N T F R O M H O M E 


Was President Roosevelt When Min­ 


ers’ Committee Called. 
Oy ster Bay , L. I., Ju ly 14.—Concern­ 
ing the v isit to Oy ster Bay of the 
committee representing the Central 
Labor Unions of Lack awanna and Lu ­ 
zerne cou nties, Pennsy lv ania, Secre­ 
tary Loeb has receiv ed the following 
teleg ram from John E. Barrett, editor 
of The Tru th of Scranton, Pa.: 
“Did 
President Roosev elt personally refu se 
to see a committee of miners y ester­ 
day , as reported in this morning pa­ 
pers?” 
In response to this inqu iry Secre­ 
tary Loeb sent to Editor Barrett the 
following teleg ram: 
“Many thank s 
for y ou r teleg ram. 
The committee came here and insist­ 
ed on seeing the president to present 
a petition at a time when I cou ld not 
arrang e it for them. 
The president 
did not k now they were here. If they 
had sent word that they desired to see 
the president I shou ld hav e been g lad 
to arrang e for them at some conv e­ 
nient time. 
As it was ,1 offered to 
bring the petition to the personal at­ 
tention of the president. 
The state­ 
ment that the president had any 
k nowledg e of the committee’s pres­ 
ence in Oy ster Bay is not tru e.” 
It was stated 
in the Associated 
Press dispatch concerning the v isit of 
the committee that the president did 
not personally refu se to receiv e them. 
When the committee called on Sec­ 
retary Loeb at the ex ecu tiv e office the 
president was temporarily absent from 
Sag amore Hill. 
He was not even 
within telephone commu nication cif 
Secretary ijoeb, and the members of 
the committee were so informed. 


William Lock ridg e, ag ed 63, liv ing 
near Greensboro, has been arrested on 
circu m stantial ev idence in the Star- 
bu ck mu rder ease and is now in the 
Henry cou nty jail. 
Lock ridg e is a man of bad habits 
and has once been in th© penitentiary .

Gipe, tim other su spect, were arrested 
sev en y ears ag o for robbing a store. 
Lock ridg e will not talk , his former 
ex perience 
with 
the law 
hav ing 
g u arded him ag ainst mak ing state­ 
ments. 
Some new ev idence was discov ered 
and is in the hands of the detectiv es. 
A nu mber of statements made by 
Gipe hav e been fou nd to be u ntru e. 
A whisk ey bottle, plu g of tobacco 
and a torn u p note are three thing s 
that hav e been fou nd u p* to date. 
Mu ch ev idence bearing ou t the the­ 
ory that robbery was the motiv e was 
u nearthed. 
The officers believ e that 
Haley Gipe, now in jail at Newcastle 
charg ed with hav ing been implicated 
in the mu rder, k nows mu ch abou t It 
Gipe was before a cou rt of inqu iry 
and was searching ly qu estioned by 
Detectiv e 
Cu rry . 
At 
times 
Cipo 
seemed to be rattled. 
At others his 
answers were slowly and deliberately 
made and he seemed to be stu dy ing 
them deeply before he made them. 
Cu rry ’s qu estions came lik e tho shot! 
from a rapid-fire g lia and at time* 
Gipe’s answers were g iv en as qu ick ly 
as the qu estions were ask ed. 
From the inv estig ation tho detec­ 
tiv e secu red information that he said 
he thou g ht wou ld warrant the officers 
in mak ing another arrest. 
At Gipe's hou se the officers fou nd 
a wet and mu d-stained pair of ov er­ 
alls. At the well in which the bodies 
were fou nd a bu tton with a piece of 
cloth attached was pick ed u p. 
This 
piece of cloth fits the rent in the ov er 
alls and the bu tton is of the same 
mak e as the others on the g arment. 
At the sheep pens abou t ISO feet 
from the well, was fou nd an empty 
whisk y bottle. 
It is one of a v ariety 
made at Shirley , Ind. 
The task of 
tracing that bottle beg an y esterday 
afternoon. 
It probably came from 
Shirley . It had ben filled with whisk y 
and alcohol mix ed. Starbu ck . the offi­ 
cers say , nev er had any su ch bottle 
abou t his hou se. 
A note for $100 which had been 
made ou t by Will Starbu ck was fou nd 
in the g arden torn to pieces. 
On the 
nig ht preceding the mu rder the note 
was in a dresser drawer in the room 
in front of the one it is su pposed that 
Mrs. Starbu ck was assailed. 
This 
seems to positiv ely establish the mo­ 
tiv e for the crime. 
Local interest is 
still at a hig h pitch.

May Settle Big Strike. 
Chicag o, Ju ly 
14.—Arbitration of 
the g riev ances which precipitated the 
g eneral strik e in the moat pack ing 
hou ses in v ariou s parts of the cou n­ 
try appears to be in sig ht and a con­ 
ference between employ ers and strik ­ 
ers is being held today . 
The initial 
step toward a settlement, of the con­ 
trov ersy by mediation was tak en late 
last ev ening by the state board of ar­ 
bitration. 
When tho members of the 
board reached Chicag o they at once 
went into conference with Michael 
J. Donnelly , the leader of the strik e, 
and listened to the story of his side 
of tho trou ble, 
The members of the 
board then Interv iewed the represen­ 
tativ es of the pack ers and their side 
of the difficu lty was heard. 
As a re­ 
su lt of these two conferences Mr. 
Donnelly sent a commu nication to the 
pack ers in which it was said that the 
u nions wero willing to accept a set­ 
tlement throu g h a board of arbitra­ 
tion. 
No reply is ex pected from the 
employ ers before tomorrow, bu t it is 
confidently ex pected that their reply 
will 
be 
conciliatory 
becau se 
they 
offered to arbitrate the matters in dis 
ou t© before tho strik e was called.

crime tor which Een and A1 Wads 
were electrocu ted last night was the 
mu rder of Kate Su llivan, one of two 
aged spinsters who lived alone on a 
dairy farm abou t five miles west of 
Toledo, on the night of April 14, 1900, 
and the motive was robbery. 
The 
women lived in a most economical 
manner, bu t were generally su pposed 
to have considerable money. 
Kate 
Su llivan was sixty years of age, abou t 
six feet tall and very strong. 
On the night of the mu rder she 
opened the door in response to a 
knock and was confronted by two 
men who were red handkerchiefs tied 
over their faces, and slou ch hats. 
One w is tall, the other u ndersized. 
The 
taller knocked 
Kate 
Su llivan 
down, stru ck her with a clu b and both 
began kicking her and beating her 
abou t the head with willow clu bs. 
The sister, Joanna, hearing the noise, 
ran ou t of an adjoining room and was 
at once attacked by the men, who 
beat her into insensibility. 
The men gagged their victims and 
bou nd them hand and foot with strips 
torn from a table cloth, then ransack­ 
ed the hou se, secu ring u pstairs a little 
sack containing abou t $200. 
When 
the robbers departed they locked the 
door and left in the yard a bag and 
the clu bs u sed and a cap which was 
thrown away, the mu rderers having 
taken in Its place a hat belonging to 
a dead brother of the women. 
Later 
Kate Su llivan su cceeded in working 
her wrists free, u ntiod the bands on 
her legs 
and, 
despite 
her fearfu l 
wou nds, she crawled to a neighbor's 
home a qu arter of a mile distant and 
gave the alarm. 
The following morn­ 
ing she died Ju st before dawn. 
Her 
sister, Joanna, who it was thou ght 
cou ld not live two days, finally rallied 
from the fearfu l abu se and was re­ 
stored both in mind and body. 
She 
was the chief witness in the trial of 
the Wades. 
No definite clu e to the 
perpetrators of the tragedy was fou nd 
u ntil nearly two years later, when in 
the private office of an Upper San­ 
du sky officer, a qu arrel between Ben 
Wade and Ben Landis attracted atten­ 
tion to their possible knowledge of 
the case.
